PROSPECTUS 

Times are much changed since those palmy days of im curios” hunting, when a small group of 
intuitive and enthusiastic collectors started on their fascinating journey of discovery through 
a rich, limitless, and still unexplored ground. In their haste to accumulate the marvels of art and 
workmanship with which they were confronted at every turn of the way, and in the happy 
possession of their ever-increasing hoard, they often remained indifferent as to the probable 
origin of all that fell into their hands; indeed, admiring and enjoying all the more many master¬ 
pieces, the work of unknown craftsmen, for the very mjstery that surrounded them. Amongst 
the choicest examples of ancient Ceramic art selected and treasured by these early collectors, the 
quaintly shaped and richly embossed vessels of old Stoneware had from the first been accorded 
a place of honour. The French antiquaries called them “ Gr6s de Flandres” ; in England the 
name of “ Cologne Ware ” had been applied to them ; but in neither country had anyone taken 
much trouble to ascertain the correctness of the designation, or to learn anything further con¬ 
cerning these valued specimens ; a name had been found which described the ware in a general 
way. and that was thought sufficient to satisfy all inquiries. 

Although the infatuation for ancient Stoneware, now raging throughout Germany, has not 
yet reached our country, a book on the subject does not, however, address itself to the English 
reader without good cause. 

England has ever been the only place where tbe potters of Flanders and Germanv have met 
with serious competitors. Stoneware making was introduced here not long after it had originated 
abroad, and from that time forth it has never ceased to flourish and increase in importance 
amongst us ; from the time when John Dwight produced at Fulham his admirable figures, 
unequalled masterpieces of the art, down to the present day, when the manufacture stands 
unrivalled for scientific and practicnl purposes, and, between the masterly hands of some of our 
makers, tbe modern stone pottery coniinues to show that, for refined treatment and ornamental 
effectiveness, it can creditably compare with the best productions of the ancients. On that 
account alone this so far neglected chapter of Ceramic history would enlist the interest of all who 
are curious of retracing the sources of national art. By its illustrations, reproducing objects out 
of the usual range of pottery work, it recommends itself to the art amateur in search of novelty ; 
while to the decorative artist, or to the manufacturer, it may, perhaps, supply more than one 
happy suggestion.
